THE WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 


The Crop Bulletin Issued by the Signal 
Office. 


Wasninetonr, August 14.—The following is 


the weather crop bulletin of the signal office | 


for the week ending August 13th. 

Temperature—During the week ending Au- 

ust 13th the daily average temperature has 
es from two to three degrees below the nor- 
mal. In the states on the Atlantic coast it has 
been decidedly warmer than usval, In the 
central valley the daily excess ranged from 
three to five degrees, and in the region from 
Texas northward to 
age eXcCess ranged from tive to nine degrees. 
In California the daily average temperature 
was from three to seven degrees below the nor- 
mal. The average temperature for the season 
from January Ist to August 13th has been gen- 
erally in excess. From the Alleghanies west- 
ward to the Rocky mountains the daily average 
excess in this region ranging from one to four 
degrees. The seasonable temperature has also 
been in excessin the middle Atlantic states 
and southern New England, but at all other 
Atlantic coast stations,and from Lake Superior 
westward to the Pacific coast, the average 
temperature has been slightly below the nor- 
mai. 

Rain fall: During the week the rainfall has 
been slightly in excess in the drouth region 
of northern Illinois, Southern Wisconsin, 
southern ‘Michigan, northern Indiana and 
eastern Lowa. Slight losses are also reported 
from uerthwestern Missouri, eastern Kansas, 
Nebraska and soutlern Minnesota, and this 
morning general rains are reported in the 
drouth region from Missouri and lowa east- 
ward to Ohio. In all other sections the rain 
fall was less than usual, except in the 
eastern portion of the cotton’ region, 
eastern Virginia and southern portions 
Louisiana and Mississippi where the rainfall 
or the week was slightly inexcess. The large

CuicaGo August 14.—The twelfth subsidiary 
high court of the Ancient Order of Foresters 
has concluded its labors here. 
session the most important question before the 
court was the framing of an answer to the su- 
preme court of foresters in England, anent the 
cablegram received ordering the admission of 
colored men into the association. Mr. Gardner 
Washburn, chairman of the committee ap- 

inted Tuesday last to consider this question, 
ianded in a voluminous report. This took a 
strong stand against the position of the English 
high court. “We would give the high 
court of England to understand,’’ said 
the report, ‘‘that this American branch will 
not be controlled contrary to the general laws 
of the order and best interests of the foresters 
asabody. Any coercive act, such as the ad- 
mission of the negro into the order, will be 
fought tooth and nail, and we warn the high 
court of England that if they continue to 
claim powers not granted them by the consti- 
tution, we may separate and sunder ourselves 
from such supreme court, as our fathers did 
from the all-claiming English ministry in the 
reign ef George ILI.” 

Several heated speeches were delivered, 
when, by a unanimons vote, the report was ac- 
cepied, and the secretary instructed to for- 
ward a copy of the same to the supreme court 
of Foresters in London.

We willrule in accordance 
with the constitution, with the intent to promote 
its glory, greatness and develodment. We shall al- 
ways be ready to sacrifice our life for its happiness.’ 

The prince thanks the people for his election, 
and the regents and ministers for their able 
conduct of affairs during the difficult crisis; 
pays tribute to the patriotism and bearing of 
the people during the recent events, and con- 
cludes: 

‘Long live free and independent Bulgaria.” 

here is no reference to Russia in the procla- 
mation. After the ceremony of installation, 
the ministers tendered their resignation and 
the sobranje was dissolved. Neither Turkey 
nor any of the powers has replied to Prince 
Ferdinand’s note, asking their approval of his 
election. 

Prince Ferdinand will, on Tuesday, start for 
Philippopolis, where he will arrive Thursday 
evening. He will go via Gabravo and Colofer. 
The garrison here has taken the oath of 
allegiance. 

Prince Ferdinand held a council at Sistova, 
at which it is reported Foreign Minister 
Natchevitch disagreed with the prince in his 
views upon the formation of a cabinet and 
tendered his resignation. Itis rumored that 
P¥ince Ferdinand has insured his life for 
two million florins. 

Lonpon August 14.—The Standard’s Vien- 
na correspondent says: England, Austria and 
Italy have sent Turkey an identical note 
declaring that they consider the election of 
Prince Ferdinand legal. It is reported that 
Turkey's attitude is becoming friendly. The 
porte recalled Riza Pacha from Bulgaria at 
the imstance of Russia, but appoMited Artin 
Effendi commissioner to Bulgaria in place of 
Riza, asafriendly act toward Prince Ferdi- 
nand.

Clearly Traceable to the Negligence of the

Cuicaco, Angust 14.—The Times special

' dent. From the lay of the land they must 
_ave risen five or six feet above the track to 
have been seen sofar. It is plain that an at- 
tempt had been madeto protect the bridges of 
the road from fire, but a personal inspection 
| of the other culverts in that vicinity shows 
that it was not done so as 
to afford complete protection. Personal 
inspection along the line of road for several 
miles shows that grass and weeds .were not all 
burned off, but many patches were left un- 
burned, and in the immediate vicinity it was 
more carelessly done than elsewhere. The 
culvert itself was of the’ usual build, and 
abundant strength to carry the train, but for 
the fire, which had destroyed the lower por- 
tion.”’ 

Hie added: that ‘“‘he thought it probable that 
the fire left by the section men late in the af- 
ternoon, who by their own _ testimony, 
admitted that there was burning’ grass 
only forty rods away, was driven down to the 
culvert, when they left bya slight change of 
wind. Otherwise it is possible that sparks 
from the special train of the superintendent, 
the last train before the fatal excursion 
kindled in the grass near the culvert, and 
burned slowly for a long time, and finally fired 
the culvert.

THE STRENGTH OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY 


The Tension Between France and Germany 
~—Wild Agitation Expected in Ire- 
land—Tories Getting Mad. 


Lonpon, August 14.—The action of Prinée 
Ferdinand, of Saxe-Coburg, in going to Sofia 
and the demonstrations of the ‘Boulangists’ 
in France, have again made the Bulgarian and 
French frontier¥ possible storm centres. Prince 
Ferdinand isa bolder man than he has been 
thought to be. According to latest reports, 
after taking the oath as prince of Bulgaria, he 
will leave the country for a period in order to 
visit the courts of the great powers and obtain 
their recognition. Prince Ferdinand has pre- 
sumably counted the cost of this proceeding 
beforehand, but to an outsider it would appear 
to be the best possible method of courting the 
refusal of Russia, if that were his object. The 
prince calculates that he can conciliate the 
czar by {dismissing the regents, dissolving the 
Sobranje and ordering new elections. But 
Russia’s objections to his nomination are not 
such as can be overcome by a stroke of policy, 
however decisive. Prince Ferdinand is a 
Catholic, and the czar is committed to uphold 
the Greek church. Prince Ferdinand is mar- 
ried toa grand-daughter of Louis Phillippe, 
which makes him objectionable to the czar’s 
closest ally—the French republic—and as a 
sort of climax he is an Austrian ¢fficer and a 
friend of England. The death of Mr. Katkoff 
has only slightly increased the chances of 
peace in Europe. . 

At the same time it must not be forgotten 
that the czar is a disciple of Katkoff, and that 
the set of ideas represented by the Moscow 
Gazette are at present dominant throughout 
Russia. The visit of Prince Ferdinand to Brut 
garia may bring on a crisis in which the Rus- 
sian government will have to degide upon a 
course of action. Already leading authorities 
are warning their respective governments 
through the press not to estimate too lightly 
the strength of the Russian empire in taking 
action regarding the recognitiored Prince Fer- 
dinand. Thefe writers dwell upon the fact that 
of all the European states, Russia has by 
far the -largest homogenous ula- 
tion which numbers some 60,000,000. 
No other European’ people is at 
the same time so religious and so patriotic. 
The Russian army in time of peace numbers 
between 800,000 and 900,000 men, and in case 
of war the czar could easily mobilize 4,000,000 
of trained soldiers. With these resources and 
with a unity of feeling such as no democratic 
country possessss the Ru®8ian policy in the 
east, which really aims at the conquest 
Constatinople, can only be overthrown by ail 
the other European powers laying aside their 
quarrels and combining to oppose the Russian 
advance. The Russians themselves believe in 
their own power and in their own future, and 
believe themselves perfectly able, in case of 
need, to cope with the rest of Europe. This 
should be borne in mind in judging of the vary- 
ing phases of the eastern question that have 
lately amused or interested the western Eu- 
a ples, and which seem likely to be 
followed by further kaleideoscopic changes. 

The czar has hitherto refused to recognize 
the existence of any government in Bulgaria. 
He has steadfastly refused to recognize the re- 

vency and the various representative assem- 

lies convoked by the authority. In short, the 
policy of the czar is to recognize no govern- 
ment of Bulgaria until that country is surren- 
dered to himself. This will undoubtedly con- 
tinue to be his policyand Prince Ferdinand of 
Coburg, or any other prince who may be elect- 
ed, will have either to take his orders from St. 
Petersburg or to ‘fight for his throne ainst 
the Russian empire. If Prince Ferdinand 
should choose the latter his actions will bring 
with it the long postponed European war. This 
is the contingency that is at present making 
the other European powers so urgent in push- 
ing forward to completeness the organization 
of their naval and military defenses. 

FRANCE AND GERMANX. 

It is daily becoming more evident that a col- 
lision between France and Germany in the 
near future can only be averted by dealing a 
severe and decisive blow at the pretensions of 
the ‘‘Boulangists.’’ The actions of those who 
‘‘demonstrate”’ persistently in favor of the ex- 
minister of war, and who applaud to the echo 
every utterance that approves his attitude, 
serves only toexasperate a nation which is 
awaiting some valid pretext for war. The in- 
cidents which have of late occupied French 
and German diplomats in slackening the ten- 
sion between the two countries have revealed 
nothing if they have not disclosed the fact that 
the policy of the former isof an undecided 
character. Those who find anything wonder- 
fulin the popularity of the dashing cavalry 
leader, General Boulanger, either by reason of 
the suddenness of its birth, or on account of 
its enthusiastic intensity, betray ignorance of 
the character of the Gaul, and especially of the 
Parisian Gaul, which a perusal of the revolu- 
tionary historyof the country wherein stable 
government ap- pears to be an improbability 
will cure. 

Voltaire has described the characters of the 
dwellers in what Victo Hugo delighted to cafl 
the “City of Light”? as a combination of the 
worst qualities of the monkey and the tiger, 
This mischievous ferocity or ferocious mis- 
chievousness, is what at present constitutes 
the danger to the peace of Europe. It is this 
very peculiarity of the French people which 
makes a man of the parts and idiosyncrasies of 
General Boulanger acceptable to the Parisia®s. 
He alone is the man to give practical shape to 
their passionate yearning to avenge the tri- 
umphant entry of the German hordes into 
their city sixteen years ago. The ignominy of 
the defeat which the Germans put upon their 
conquered foes was brought home to the in- 
habitants of the gay city more vividly, per- 
haps, than to those of any other of thé French 
towns. 

It is for this reason that La’Revanche finds 
Paris its most earnest apostle, and there the 
hero of the propaganda has his most enthusi- 
astic admirers and supporters. It is said, with 
some degree of truth, that Paris is not France ; 
but accepting that statement in the political 
sense in which it is used, itis a stran fact, 
and one whose significance it will not well 
to ignore, that all the revolutions of modern 
times, and most of the movements which have 
eventuated in military action, have had their 
origin in the capital of France. The recent 
“revelations” which purported to show how 
some ninety-four generals in the French army 
strove to induce Boulanger to execute a coup 
d’etat, promising him their active aid in the 
daring project, may be all sunshine and as lit- 
tle worthy of credence a8 most moderate poli- 
ticians believe them to be; but for all that, the 
fact that they have been invented, coupled 
with the other fact that their object does not 
choose to deny the truth of them, serves to in- 
dicate at least the desires, if it does not con- 
firm the intentions, of the ‘*Boulangists.”’

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Mourning for Virginia. 

Not for ten years has the democracy of 
Virginia been in such good condition as it 
today. All its dissensions have been 
healed. The party is going into the cam- 
paign with a solid front, and with an en- 
thusiasm which insuresasplendid victory at 
the coming legislative elections.

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Cotton Facts. 

According to the Financial Chronicle, the 
receipts of cotton for the week ending Au- 
cust 12th have reached 7,270 bales, against 
1,409 bales lagt week, 2,581 bales the pre- 
vious week and 5,295 bales three weeks 
since; making the total receipts since the 
Ist of September, 1886, 5,213,448 bales; 
against 9,514,557 bales for the same period 
of: 1885-86, showing a decrease since Sep- 
tember 1, 18586, of 101,109 bales. 

The exports for the weck reach a total of 
12,521 bales, of which 11,055 were to Great 
Britain, 41 to France and 1,425 to the rest of 
the continent. 

The speculation in cotton for future de- 
livery in New York has been somewhat in- 
active for the week under review, and the 
principal feature is the decline in options 
for this month (August). No very import- 
ant influences have been at work. Crop ac- 
counts have improved, owing to the fall of 
needed rain over a considerable portion of 
Texas, and a partial clearing up in Georgia 
and the Carolinas, where the downfall had 
been excessive. 

The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 302,500 bales. For immediate de- 
livery the total sales foot up this week 14,091 
bales, Including 10,441 for export, 3,750 for 
consumption. 

There is an increase in the cotton in sight 
tonight of 51,102 bales as compared with the 
same date of 1586, an increase of 14,672 
date of 1885 anda decrease of 345,520 bales 
as compared with 1884, 

The old interior stocks have decreased dur- 
ing the week 1,763 bales, and are tonight 
| 23,254 bales less than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 

been 3,657 bales Jess than the same week 
| jast year, and since September Ist the re- 
| celpts at all the towns are 74,047 bales less 
thay for the same time in 1585-86,

The Boy and the Cigarette. 

‘A tobacco heart and a congested brain!” 

The phrase is growing painfully familiar 
to the readers of the daily papers. When- 
ever they see an account of the sudden 
death of a boy they anticipate what is com- 
ing. They know only too well that when 
they read it they will find that the victim 
was addicted to cigarette smoking, and the 
deadly habit undermined his constitution. 

Soalarming is the evil that anti-tobacco 
societies have been organized to suppress it. 
The members of the W. C. T. U. have 
taken hold of it, and legislatures have been 
appealed to with a view to prohibitory legis- 
lation. 

Now, this is misdirected energy. It 
amounts to about the same thing as begin- 
ning atthe wrong end. A generation or 
two ago plain American fathers and mothers 
did not entertain the fanciful idea that the 
state should take charge of everybody’s 
education, morals and habits. They be- 
lieved that it was their duty to keep an eye 
on their boys, and in cases of misbehavior 
they resorted without compunction to a 
tough hickory or a barrel stave. Thirty or 
forty years ago if a Georgia father had been 
told that his sixteen-year old boy was in 
danger of having a tobacco heart and acon- 
gested brainfromthe smoking of cigarettes, 
he would have rushed the youngster out 
into the back yard and sailed into him with 
astick. In those days people didn’t appeal 
to a society, ora W. C. T. U., or the legis- 
lature when their boys went wrong. They 
simply made a family affair of it and 
straightened it out satisfactorily. 

The other day we said that there could be 
no great improvement in morals until we 
restored the thorough and efficient system of 
family education and government which 
formerly prevailed. What we said applies 
directly to this cfgarette evil. If boys -are 
to be allowed to be their own masters, 
choose their companions and dispose of their 
time, we may rest assured that the majority 
will pick up many vices that will injure them 
in the future. 

Do you want your boy to grow up pure, 
honest, industrious? Begin your 
work on him at home, and keep at it. Good 
laws and good schools can, never take the 
place of the old fashioned family training. 

Wecan’t afford to havea lot of tobacco 
hearts and congested brains pushed into so- 
ciety and business circles, ‘The great prob- 
lems and gigantic concerns of this age de- 
mand men who enjoy the largest measure of 
physical and mental health, “We must have 
them at any cost. If they cannot be pro- 
duced under ‘our present system, let us go 
back in some degree to the common sense 
simplicity of our fathers. It will not hurt 
the youngsters; it will be their salvation in 
more ways than one.

National Prohibition. 
Epirors CoONsTITUTION: When did the na- 

tional prohibition party start? : i oe 4 

The idea of a national prohibition party in the 

United States was broached during the session of 
the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of Good Templars, 
held in Oswego, N. Y., May 25, 1569, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to issve the call. Pursuant there- 
to, nearly five hundred delegates, representing 
twenty states, assembled in Chicago, September 1, 
1869, organized the national prohibition reform par- 
ty, and adopted an address by Gerrit Smith. The 
first nominating convention of that party was held 
at Columbus, O., February 22, 1872: it adopted a 
comprehensive platform, and nominated for prosi- 
dent, James Black, of Pennsylvania; for vice-presi- 
dent, John Russell, of Michigan. State organiza- 
tions auxiliary followed the Chicago convention, 
beginning with Ohio, iu 1869, and the nomination 
there of the first distinctively prohibition ticket, 
for which 679 votes were cast. The second nation- 
al nominating convention of the party was held in 
Cleveland, O., May 17, 1876, withan attendance of 
about 100 delegates from twelve states. It nomina- 
ted for president, Green Clay Smith, of Kentucky; 
for vice‘president, Gideon T. Stewart, of Ohio. The 
national ticket in 1880 was Neal Dow and Henry A. 
Thompson.

As Others See Us. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION manifests a com- 
mendable disposition to discuss the questions in- 
volved in the Glenn bill temperately. It quotes 
from the Evening Post's recent editorial the passage 
which admitted the legality and advisability of 
separate school systems, but which pronounced it 
‘an outrage of the very worst sort, for which no de- 
fense that is even plausible has been made or can 
be made,” and ‘‘an outburst of race prejudice In its 
most offensive form,” to declare that no school, 
however supported, shali teach white and blacks 
together without subjecting everybody responsible 
for this policy to the risk ofa yearin the chain- 
gang. THE CONSTITUTION admitsthat ‘‘a part of 
this is true, and perhaps all,’’ but complains that 
the authorities of the Atlanta university have ‘‘de- 
liberately and knowingly done violence to the yub- 
lic sentiment of the state and to the acknowledged 
policy of the people,”’ by allowingtheir own white 
children to recite with black children. It seems to 
us that THE CONSTITUTION unduly stretches the pro- 
per bounds both of public sentiment andof the 
policy of the yeople, in trying to make them 
cover the Glenn bill. We understand the senti- 
ment and justify the policy of providing that public 
schools in Georgia, supported by public taxation, 
shall not be mixed schools, and we should consider 
it proper to impose any reasonable peualty upon a 
teacher of a public school who should break the 
law requiring separate public schools for the two 
races, But ft is another and an altogether different 
matter for the state to say that nobody shall teach 
white and black children together in a school not 
supported by the state. The Glenn bill would make 
ita crime punishable by the chaingang for a white 


. man who had staried a private school furthe edu- 


cation of black children in his own house to%allow 
a single white child of his own to study and recite 
in company with them. It seems to us that the 
State has no mcre proper coneern with the white 
man’s conduct in this case than 
he were to invite the colored children to his house 
outside of school hours and allow his white child to 
associate with them----and surely THE CONSTITUTION 
would not justify the threat of the chain-gang for 
this latter act. 


MAN’S PERSONALITY. 


Some Hints Concerning the Antiquity of 
the Human Race, 
From the Fortnighsly Revy’ew. 

In 1837 the-science of man and the sciences 
that gather round the personality of man had 
scarcely yet begun to be dreamedof. But evolu- 
tionism and geological investigation have -revo- 
lutionized oureonception of our own species and of 
the place which it holds in the hierarchy of the 
universe. At the very beginning of our fifty years 
Boucher de Perthes was already enthusiastically 
engaged in grubbing among the drift of Abbeville 
for those rudely chipped masses of raw flint which 
we now know as paleolithic haichets. Lyell and 
others meanwhile were gradually extending their 
id<as of the age of our race on earth; and accumu- 
lations of evidence from bone caves and loess were 
forcing upon the minds of both antiquaries and 
geologists the fact that man, instead of dating bac’x 
a mere trifle of 6,000 years or so, was really cotem- 
porary with the mammoth, the cave bear and other 
extinct quarternary animals, The mass of proofs 
that slowly gathered together in all parts of the 
world culminated at last in Lyell’s epoch-making 
“Antiquity of Man,’’ published three years after 
Darwin's “Origin of Species.’”’ Colenso’s once fa- 
mous work on the Pentateuch had already dealt a 
serious blow from the eritical side at the authen- 
ticity and literal truth of the Mosaic cosmogony. 
It was the task of.Lyell and his coadjutors, like 
Evans, Keller and Christy and Lartet, to throw 
back the origin of our race from the narrow limits 
once assigned it intoa dim pastof immeasurable 
antiquity. Boyd, Dawkins, James, Gelkie, Huxley, 
Lubbock, De Mortillet and Bourgeois have aided in 
elucidating, confirming and extending their view, 
Which now ranks as a proved truth of paleontologi- 
eal and historical seienee. Darwin’s ‘‘Deseent of 
Man,” published some years later, was an equally 
epochamaking book. Lubbock’s ‘Prehistoric 
Times,’ sent forth in 1865, and ‘Origin of Civiliza- 
tion’ in 1870, had familiarized men’s minds with 
the idea that man, instead of being “an archangel 
ruined” bad really started from the savage condi- 
tion, and had gradually raised himself to the higher 
levels of art cen llearning. Taylor's “Early History 
of Mankind” followed a little later by his stlll more 
important work on ‘Primitive Culture,’ struck the 
first note of the new revolution as applied tothe 
genesis ofreligious cc eepts. MecLennan’s: “‘Primi- 
tive Marriage’ directed attention to the early.na- 
ture and relations of the tribe and family. Wailace’s 
essay on “The Origin of Human Races” and Hux- 
ley’s valuable work on “Man’s Place in Nature” 
helped forward the tide of naturwlistic ayes 8-8 
And by the time that Darwin published his judicial 
summing up on the entire question of man’s origin 
the jury of scientific opinion throughout the world 
had pretty well considered its yerdict on all the 
chief questions at issue, 
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THE TIMBER PROBLEM.

“Woodman, spare that tree.’”’ 
—G. P. Morris. 

There were two things the early settlers of 
this country. disliked—viz.: Indians and woods; 
and to kill the one and chop down the other was 
the height of earthly ambition. This latter trait is 
30 deeply rooted yet, that the timber of this country 
is rapidly exhausted. We did hope that the discoy- 
ery of natural gas, in connection with cheap coal, 
would somewhat spare the trees; but we note that, 
as wood cannot be sold for fuel at much profit, they 
put it into log heaps and burnitup. The sen- 
timent seems to te that the forests ‘‘mvs) go.’ As 
to the final comsequences, every intelligent observer 
can predict. 

It is well known that Spain was once one of the 
most fertile countries on the globe. That was in the 
dJavsof Phillip 1., when the interior of the penin- 
sula was covered with vast forests. Those forests 
were destroyed, and to-day the conntry is almost a 
desert. Ewzypt, in the days of the Pharaohs, was a 
fertile, well-wooded country, and, we are told, ri- 
yaled even the “Garden of the Lord.” ‘Today, 
Egypt is treeless and a desert. It is a well-known 
fact that, as the amount of timber increases on our 
western prairies, the average rainfall increases, and 
vice veren. The capacity of the soil to retain moist- 
ure dejends, toa great extent, on the timber in its 
vicinity. In many of the middle states, Ohio for 
example, the forests jave been so effectually cleared 
offthat a uniform rainfallisathing of the past; 
hence one part of the state will burn up with a 
drouth, while other parts are deluged with excessive 
rains, Which rosh off in#tantly Loto the creeks and 
rivers, tearing away th@virgin bottom lands and 
submerging cities, leaving the sotl packed, and a 
few days of scorebing beat make the last stage

As timber becomes scarce, countiexs millions of 
destructive insects which formerly worked in the 
woods for lack of room, now deluge our fruit trees 
and vegetables, and make it almost impossible to 
raise fruit, where in early times it flourished. Here 
and there are societies and inaividuals who. raise 
the warning cry. But still the waste goes on at the 
rate of ten millions of acresannually. In most of 
the European countries forests are protected by law. 
In France and Germany the forest area is the same 


it was three hundred years aga, and in those coun- | 


tries excessive drouths and rains are rare. Ln Japan, 
for every tree cut down one must be set out in its 
place. In all these countzies the forests are govern- 
ment property; and, of course, in our country things 
are different, 

Our remedy is this: Let all timber land be 
exempt from taxation. But, says ope, we must 
have so much tax, and it will only increase the tax 
on the cultivated land. Now, why not take the 
mighty surplus of the national treasury and divide 
itamong the different states in proportion to their 
taxes, and thus clear the forest land? Why not keep 
up a rigid protective system, as all other nations 
are doing, and use the surplus to save our forests, 
and thus save us from becoming a desert? Would 
there be enough of this surplus? The common 
school tax makes about thirty per cent of all direct 
taxes; the forest area is very nearly. taxed to that 
amount; the school tax for Ohio is not far from 
eight millions of dollars annually; in two states it 
is a little more, and mall the rest much less: one 
hundred millions annually would about cover ‘the 
entire school tax of the United States, and that is 
mucit tegs than the annual surplus in the national 
treasury, \Why not devote this surplus to save the 
forests? 

In some countries trees are planted along all the 
public highways, the advantages of which system 
are self-evident. There are thousands of acres of 
waste land, especially wornout hillsides, which do 
not pay taxes in every county, but which ought to 
be in timber, sowed down in sorne sort of yao ah 
grass, and thus become excellent pasture at. 
very materially in solving the rain problem. It n:

LITTLE HOPE OF M’DONNELL’S RECOVERY. 

An examination of McDonnell’s wound sat- 
istied Dr. Montgomery of the great danger that 
would attend an attempt at probing and he de- 
cided not to undertake it at that time. The bul- 
let had entered the hoad about midway, the 
ball probably following a direct course to the 
opposite side of the head. 

Turning his attention to Mrs. McDonnell, 
Dr. Montgomery discovered that her wound® 
was of a less serious nature, the ball entering 
the right side of the head just over the temple, 
cutting a branch of the right temporal artery, 
and coming out again an inch and a half above 
where it had entered. Restoratives were given 
which finally revived her, and in moments 
of consciousness she said, *‘He did it,” “*He 
did it,’’ but beyond that no expression could be 
obtained from her until several hours later when 
Fathers Gillan and Donegan administered the 
sacrament to each and received their confes- 
sions. Just what statements were made the 
reverend fathers refuse to say, but that of Dr. 
McDonnell could hardly have had much value 
as he was delirious, except at odd moments, up 
to the time he was taken to the hospital, which” 
was about 9 o'clock.
